2 Petitioner Britney Spears (“Britney”), by and through the co-conservators of her estate, 

3 || submits the following Memorandum of Points and Authorities in support of her request for 

4 || protective and sealing orders. 

5 I. 

6 INTRODUCTION 

7 Britney is one of the most recognizable entertainers in the world. In a post-judgment child 

8 || support proceeding, Respondent Kevin Federline (“Kevin”) is now seeking detailed information and 
9 || records from Britney which will no doubt generate intense media scrutiny. Such scrutiny by the 


10 || public jeopardizes the physical safety of both Britney and the parties’ two minor children in addition 
11 || to making them all targets for financial extortion. Britney’s very ability to conduct her business is at 
12 || risk if trade secrets and terms of various deals are exposed. 

13 Kevin is simply not entitled to most of the information he seeks for a multitude of reasons, 
14 || including that Britney is represented by co-conservators whose actions are restricted by the probate 
15 || court and that Britney is an extraordinarily high income earner whose assets and debts are irrelevant 
16 }} to the calculation of child support. As detailed below, Britney is asking this Court, through the co- 
17 || conservators of her estate, to limit the information Kevin is provided in this post-judgment action 


18 || and to protect that limited information from public disclosure.

20 BACKGROUND 
21 After an approximate two-year marriage, Britney and Kevin entered a stipulated judgment of 


22 || dissolution in July 2007. Britney and Kevin have two minor children together, Sean Preston 
23 || Federline, born September 14, 2005, and Jayden James Federline, born September 12, 2006 


24 || (collectively, “children’”). In September 2007, post-judgment sealing orders were issued in the 


25 || family law action regarding child custody and visitation matters. In February 2008, a 
26 || conservatorship was established for Britney in the probate division of the Los Angeles Superior 


27 || Court ““LASC”). This conservatorship remains in place to this day. Andrew M. Wallet, Esq. and

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in the probate case as well regarding financial and medical information related to Britney and the 
children. 

Britney has regularly paid Kevin child support for more than a decade. In May 2018, Kevin 
served a post-judgment request for upward modification of child support. In this request, Kevin’s 
counsel indicated that he intended to conduct substantial discovery. Shortly thereafter, Kevin issued 
notice of his intent to take Britney’s deposition and to demand production of 78 categories of 
documents. | 

Britney’s counsel made efforts to meet and confer with Kevin’s counsel to appropriately 
limit and seal the information Kevin seeks. He instead noticed the deposition of co-conservator Mr. 
Spears and demanded production of the same 78 categories of documents from Mr. Spears. Kevin’s 
overly broad discovery requests amount to harassment. Britney therefore requests that the Court 
issue the following orders: 

L That the Court confirm that Petitioner’s appearance in this action is through the 
conservators of her estate pursuant to Code of Civil Procedure Section 372. 

2 That the Court limit discovery in this action to documents and information the 
conservators of Petitioner’s estate are authorized to provide and specifically exclude any deposition 
of Petitioner personally.

BRITNEY IS NOT THE REAL PARTY IN INTEREST IN THIS CASE 

California Code of Civil Procedure Section 372 provides that where “a person for whom a 
conservator has been appointed is a party, that person shall appear...by a...conservator of the 
estate.” The probate court appointed conservators for Britney in 2008. The probate court continues 
to have jurisdiction over Britney’s estate in LASC case number BP108870. Those conservators 
must appear on Britney’s behalf in this post-judgment matter. Kevin is seeking testimony and 
records from Britney personally regarding her finances when the conservators maintain and control 
this information as directed by the probate court. The conservators manage Britney’s accounts and 
make payments on her behalf. They negotiate and enter into business agreements on her behalf. 
They take measures to protect Britney’s private information from disclosure, including requiring that 
employees, agents, service providers, and vendors execute confidentiality agreements. 

IV. 
THE SEALING ORDERS IN THE PROBATE CASE MUST NOT BE CONTRADICTED 

There are sealing orders in the probate court which must be respected. The probate court’s 
sealing orders encompass all documents regarding Britney’s business income, her personal 
employees’ information, the identities of all vendors who provide services to Britney and/or her 
businesses, the location of her real properties, the personal expenses of Britney’s children, and the 
medical expenses of Britney’s children and Britney herself. Records such as tax returns, bank 
statements, general ledgers, estate planning documents, profit and loss statements, and balance 
sheets are all encompassed by the probate court’s sealing orders. 

Production of the financial records Kevin seeks in the family law case would violate the 
spirit and the letter of the sealing orders in the probate case. The probate court has assumed 
exclusive jurisdiction over Britney’s financial affairs. In issuing sealing orders, the probate court has 
already determined that Britney’s and the parties’ children’s rights to privacy override the public’s 
right to access the record. The conservators cannot provide detailed financial information which 

Pe 
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1 || Kevin may use in public pleadings in the family law case when that very same information is 

2 || protected from public disclosure in the probate case. The conservators are not permitted to provide 
3 || any information or documents on Britney’s behalf that falls within the scope of the existing sealing 
4 || orders without prior express authorization from the probate court. The conservators are effectively 
5 || being asked by Kevin to violate the probate court’s orders. Britney is therefore asking this Court for 
6 || guidance so that conflicting orders in the family law and probate divisions are not inadvertently 

7 || created. 

8 Pursuant to California Rule of Court 2.550(d) and NBC Subsidiary (KNBC-TYV) Inc. v. 

9 || Superior Court (1999) 20 Cal. 4th 1178, this Court has authority to seal court records where it finds 


10 || the following: 
(1) There exists an overriding interest that overcomes the right of public access to the record; 
(2) The overriding interest supports sealing the record; (3) A substantial probability exists 


12 that the overriding interest will be prejudiced if the record is not sealed; (4) The proposed 
sealing is narrowly tailored; and (5) No less restrictive means exist to achieve the overriding 

13 interest. 

14 Privacy interests may under appropriate circumstances constitute “overriding interests” that 


15 || will support an order to seal court records. See Advisory Committee Comment, CRC 2.550. As the 
16 || Court of Appeal stated in Burkle v. Burkle (2006) 135 Cal. App. 4th 1045, 1056, “divorce cases in 
17 || particular and family law in general may produce a greater abundance of situations in which it is 
18 || appropriate, ‘in the interests of justice and the persons’ involved, to try a particular fact issue 
19 || privately.” 
20 In the present case, there are three distinct overriding interests: (1) the personal security of 
21 || Britney and the parties’ children, (2) the ability of Britney to conduct her business and protect her 
nn 22 || livelihood, and (3) the constitutional right of privacy under Article I, Section 1 of the California 
ca 23 {| Constitution of Britney and the parties’ children. Kevin is seeking detailed records regarding every 


24 || aspect of Britney’s and the children’s assets and spending. These records will necessarily 


25 || encompass the location and other identifying information about Britney and the children’s home, 
26 || travel, doctors’ appointments, sports and other activities, and the children’s school. Although 
27 || Britney goes to great lengths to provide security for herself and the children, the release of such 


28 || detailed information increases the likelihood of intrusion by the media and any other third party who 
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may target Britney and/or the children for personal gain. Britney has been the target of multiple 


1 

2 || stalkers. 

3 The release of the information Kevin seeks also threatens trade secrets and Britney’s ability 

4 || to conduct business. Britney’s ability to negotiate subsequent business deals would be significantly 
5 || hindered were the minutia of prior deals made public. The parties’ children are financially supported 
6 || almost exclusively from the profits of Britney’s work in the entertainment industry. 

7 Some of the information Kevin seeks is constitutionally protected as well. “The right of 

8 || privacy [under the California Constitution] extends to one’s confidential financial affairs as well as 

9 || to the details of one’s personal life.” Valley Bank of Nevada v. Superior Court (1975) 15 Cal.3d 


10 || 652, 656. “While commercial harm or embarrassment of a party does not alone justify sealing the 
11 || entire record of a case, it is appropriate to seal certain records when those particular records contain 
12 || highly sensitive and potentially embarrassing personal information about individuals.” People v. 

13 |} Jackson (2005) 128 Cal. App. 4th 1009, 1024. 

14 There is no less restrictive means to protect these overriding interests. And there is no 

15 || legitimate reason for the public to have access to the details of Britney’s finances and personal life. 
16 || While the public may be fascinated by Britney and her extraordinarily successful career, their right 
17 || to intimate knowledge of her private life is tenuous, at best. In issuing its own sealing orders, the 

18 || probate court already concluded as much. Unless this Court acknowledges and adopts sealing orders 
19 || consistent with those already issued in the conservatorship case, the orders of the probate court will 
20 || essentially be invalidated.

25 || correct,” (Family Code Section 4057(a)), Family Code Section 4057(b) makes it clear that the 

26 || presumption is rebuttable where “application of the formula would be unjust or inappropriate.” In 

27 |; adopting a guideline formula, the California Legislature still intended to preserve trial courts’ 

28 || traditional discretionary authority. A trial judge was “not just supposed to punch numbers into a 
<5 
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computer and award the parties the computer’s result without considering circumstances in a 
particular case which would make that order unjust or inequitable.” JRMO Fini (1994) 26 
Cal.App.4th 1033, 1043. Family Code Section 4057(b)(3) expressly authorizes a court to deviate 
from the guideline formula where “[t]he parent being ordered to pay child support has an 
extraordinarily high income and the amount determined under the formula would exceed the needs 
of the children.” 

In his declaration, Kevin states that he believes Britney may earn $34 million annually. He is 
therefore suggesting that she is an extraordinarily high income earner. Although there is no clear 
definition or threshold for an extraordinarily high income earner, case law suggests that anyone now 
earning in excess of $2 million annually may be considered an extraordinarily high income earner. 
See, e.g., JIRMO Chandler (1997) 60 Cal.App.4th 124 (extraordinarily high income exception 
applied where payor-father’s gross income was $1,404,000 annually); McGinley v. Herman (1996) 
50 Cal.App.4th 936 (father’s gross income of less than $1.4 million annually constituted an 
extraordinarily high income; Estevez v. Superior Court (1994) 22 Cal.App.4th 423 (father who 
stipulated to gross income of “not less than $1.4 million per year” was an extraordinarily high 
earner). While Britney disputes the amount of income Kevin contends she earns annually, she does 
not dispute that her average earnings are sufficient to be deemed an extraordinarily high income 
earner under California law. 

California case law has long recognized that an extraordinarily high income earner could be 
protected from detailed discovery as to his or her lifestyle and/or net worth. See, e.g., Estevez v. 
Superior Court (1994) 22 Cal.App.4th 423; Johnson v. Superior Court (1998) 66 Cal.App.4th 68; 
IRMO Hubner (2001) 94 Cal.App.4th 175. In Hubner, the father was an extraordinarily high income 


earner who opposed an increase in his child support obligation and filed a protective order in 


response to the mother’s requests for discovery. The trial court granted his request for a protective 
order and denied the mother’s motion to compel, but ordered the father to produce his tax returns. 
When he later refused to do so, the trial court had no information upon which to make a guideline 
calculation and therefore assumed the worst tax scenario for him. The appellate court held that such 


assumptions could only be made after the court had a legitimate basis as to actual income, i.e. the tax 
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returns which the trial court had ordered and the father failed to produce. The appellate court 
commented that “given Johnson’s preclusion of discovery regarding the supporting parent’s 


‘lifestyle,’ income clearly is the primary factor in a child support determination in the case of an 


extraordinarily high earner.” Jd. at 186, emphasis added. 

Britney is an extraordinarily high income earner who is willing to provide sufficient financial 
information, in the form of her income tax returns, to calculate her actual income once appropriate 
protective and sealing orders are in place. Her income tax returns are presumptively correct. They 
provide clear and reliable information as to her Adjusted Gross Income, which can be used to 
calculate guideline support. Neither Kevin nor this Court needs any additional documents from 
which to calculate guideline support. Furthermore, once the guideline is calculated, the focus of this 
case will shift to the parties’ sons’ reasonable needs. There is no justifiable reason for Kevin’s 
insistence that Britney provide detailed information regarding her assets, expenses, and lifestyle. 

VI. 
THE COURT HAS THE AUTHORITY TO RESTRICT THE EXTENT OF DISCOVERY 

Code of Civil Procedure Section 2017.020(a) requires the Court to “limit the scope of 
discovery if it determines that the burden, expense, or intrusiveness of that discovery clearly 
outweighs the likelihood that the information sought will lead to the discovery of admissible 
evidence.” Code of Civil Procedure Section 2019.030 provides the Court with clear authority to 
limit discovery where the discovery sought is either “unreasonably cumulative or duplicative” (CCP 
Section 2019.030(a)(1)) or “unduly burdensome or expensive” (CCP Section 2019.030(a)(2)). The 
statute further provides that the Court may issue a protective order (CCP Section 2019.030(b)) and 
shall impose monetary sanctions (CCP Section 2019.030(c)). A meet and confer declaration is 
required. CCP Section 2019.030(b). 

Similarly, Code of Civil Procedure Section 2031.060 provides the Court with authority to 
issue an order protecting a party from document/inspection demands which constitute “unwarranted 
annoyance, embarrassment, or oppression, or undue burden and expense.” This statute also provides 
that the Court shall impose monetary sanctions. CCP Section 2031.060(h). 
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Where a deposition is sought, Code of Civil Procedure Section 2025.420 allows a party to 
move for a protective order “to protect any party, déponent, or other natural person or organization 
from unwarranted annoyance, embarrassment, or oppression, or undue burden and expense.” This 
protective order may include an order that “the deposition not be taken at all.”” CCP Section 
2025.420(b)(1). Orders may also be issued providing that “certain matters not be inquired into” 
(CCP Section 2025.420(b)(9)), that “the scope of the examination be limited to certain matters” 
(CCP Section 2025.420(b)(10)), that “all or certain of the writings or tangible things designated in 
the deposition notice not be produced, inspected, copied, tested, or sampled, or that conditions be set 
for the production of electronically stored information designated in the deposition notice” (CCP 
Section 2025.420(b)(11)). Monetary sanctions shall also be imposed against any party or attorney 
who unsuccessfully opposes a motion for protective order without substantial justification. CCP 
Section 2025.420(h). 

Kevin has propounded unduly burdensome and costly discovery which serves no legitimate 
purpose in this proceeding. Britney can pay any reasonable amount of child support. The Court will 
therefore look to the parties’ sons’ reasonable needs in order to calculate the appropriate amount of 
child support. Although the Court will begin with a guideline calculation, Britney’s income tax 
returns provide reliable evidence sufficient to make such a calculation. No further information is 
necessary. Yet Kevin has noticed Britney’s deposition and issued a document demand that 
encompasses 78 categories of records. These records include detailed personal and business 
financials, trust documents, and information about real and personal property. And the conservators, 
not Britney, maintain and control her finances. They are well aware of and able to testify to 
Britney’s actual income and the actual expenses of the parties’ children. 

Through her counsel, Britney has made several attempts to meet and confer regarding these 
discovery issues, including a formal meet and confer letter on June 26, 2018. Kevin responded by 
suggesting that Britney seek a protective order and indicating that he would seek to challenge the 
existing sealing orders. Kevin made no offer to limit his discovery requests or provide any kind of 
confidentiality. He instead issued another notice for Mr. Spears’ deposition. He did not withdraw 
his notice of Britney’s deposition. A protective order is therefore warranted to prohibit further 
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unnecessary, burdensome, and costly discovery. Moreover, given that confidential information has

appeared in the media despite the existing sealing orders in the family law and probate cases, a 

3 || protective order is essential to provide at least some protection from the broad dissemination of 

4 Britney’s financial information. Kevin must be ordered to restrict his use of any information or 

5 || records regarding Britney and the children to this family law proceeding. 

6 | VIL. 

7 THE COURT SHOULD ISSUE MONETARY SANCTIONS AGAINST KEVIN 

8 Kevin insists upon overly broad and irrelevant discovery despite Britney’s objections. He 

9 || has yet to provide any justification for the detailed information he seeks. His conduct is sanctionable 
0 || under Code of Civil Procedure Section 2023.010 which prohibits misuses of the discovery process, 
11 }} including the employment of discovery methods hich cause “unwarranted annoyance, 

12 || embarrassment, or oppression, or undue burden and expense.” Code of Civil Procedure Section 

13 || 2023.030 also authorizes the Court to impose monetary sanctions against any party or attorney 

14 || “engaging in the misuse of the discovery process.” Such monetary sanctions may include reasonable 
15 || expenses, including attorneys’ fees incurred as a result of the misuse of discovery. In addition, as 

16 || discussed above, the Court is authorized to issue monetary sanctions under Code of Civil Procedure 
17 || Sections 2019.030(c), 2025.420(h), and 2031.060(h). 

18 Kevin’s refusal to limit discovery to the information actually relevant to this narrow post- 

19 || judgment matter has caused both parties to incur unnecessary attorneys’ fees. Long-standing 

20 || California case law clearly demonstrates that Kevin is not entitled to discover any further 


21 || information beyond Britney’s current income. Kevin has failed to articulate a practical reason for 


o 22 || needing more detailed financial information. He has also failed to offer any practical solution to 

: 23 || address Britney’s concerns for confidentiality. His actions constitute an abuse and misuse of the 

3 24 || discovery process and warrant sanctions. 

8 25 As set forth in the concurrently filed Declaration of Laura A. Wasser, Esq., Britney will incur 


26 || attorneys’ fees of no less than $14,300 in conjunction with this request for a protective order. 


27 || Sanctions should be ordered in this amount.

DOCUMENTS FILED UNDER SEAL SHOULD NOT BE SCANNED OR IMAGED 
Britney is also requesting that any documents filed under seal be omitted from the scanning 
or electronic imaging process at the LASC. California Rule of Court 2.551(f) provides that “Sealed 
records must be securely filed and kept separate from the public file in the case. If the sealed records 
are in electronic form, appropriate access controls must be established to ensure that only authorized 
persons may access the sealed records.” The family law division of LASC recently adopted 
electronic filing procedures but no separate procedure has yet been implemented for documents 
encompassed by sealing orders. All documents which are electronically filed are archived within the 
LASC computer system and accessible to several hundred LASC employees, whether sealed or not. 
Until access to electronic records is limited or separate procedures are adopted for documents filed 
under seal, Britney requests that any documents encompassed by sealing orders be maintained in 
paper-form only by this Court.

Britney respectfully requests that this Request for Order be granted in its entirety.

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DECLARATION OF ANDREW M. WALLET, ESQ. 


I, Andrew M. Wallet hereby declare as follows: 

I. I am the co-conservator of the estate of Petitioner Britney Spears (“Britney”). I have 
personal knowledge of the following facts, and if called upon, I could and would testify competently 
thereto. 

2: I have more than 38 years of experience as an attorney and am a certified specialist in 
estate planning, trust, and probate law. In February 2008, I was appointed by the probate court of 
the Los Angeles Superior Court to serve as a co-conservator of Britney’s estate along with Britney’s 
father, James Spears. The conservatorship case remains pending in the probate court under case 
number BP108870. 

3. As the co-conservators of Britney’s estate, Mr. Spears and I negotiate and enter into 
business agreements on Britney’s behalf. We manage Britney’s accounts and make payments on her 
behalf. We continue to pay child support to Kevin in the amount of $20,000 per month on Britney’s 
behalf. In addition to this payment, the conservators directly pay for a wide variety of expenses 
related to the parties’ two children, including their private school tuition, tutoring, fees for sports and 
other extracurricular activities, medical care, clothing, entertainment, travel, computers and phones. 

4. Mr. Spears and I are required to periodically provide the probate court with status 
reports and supporting documentation. These reports include detailed records regarding the income, 
expenses, assets, and debts of Britney and her two children. The probate court has issued multiple | 


sealing orders which prevent the public filing of various documents, including Britney’s and/or the 


-children’s-financial-and-medical-records:- The-most-recent-sealing orders. were-issued-on-March.6;--- - 


2018. A true and correct copy of the sealing orders is attached as Exhibit A. The probate court’s 
sealing orders encompass all documents regarding Britney’s business income, her personal 
employees’ information, the identities of all vendors who provide services to Britney and/or her 
businesses, the personal expenses of Britney’s children, and the medical expenses of Britney’s 
children and Britney herself. Records such as tax returns, bank statements, general ledgers, estate 
planning documents, profit and loss statements, and balance sheets are all encompassed by the 


probate court’s sealing orders. Real property addresses are also protected. Unfortunately, Britney 
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has had to contend with several stalkers over the years.

2 5. In issuing sealing orders, the probate court found that Britney had an overriding

12 | information in a manner that protects it from disclosure. 
13 ir I have reviewed the deposition notice and document demand issued by Respondent 
14 || Kevin Federline (“Kevin”) in the family law action. I do not believe that it is possible for the co- 
15 || conservators to produce the documents demanded in the family law action without violating the 
16 || existing sealing orders in the probate case. The sealing orders are critical to protecting trade secrets

Family Code §214 was enacted in 1994 with the passage of legislation creating the 
California Family Code. The statute derives from former California Civil Code sections 
including Califomia Civil Code §64 enacted in 1953. There have been few cages that 


have discussed the applicability of the statute. 


in re Marriage of Lechowick (1998) 85 Cal. App. 4th 1406, addressed issues 
surrounding the closure of family law proceedings. in that case, the appellant had 
raised igsuee conceming the closure of proceedings in a family law case and sealing 
court records. The Court in Lechowick held that Family Law Code §214 applied onty to 


the closure of hearings. 


The only other case deating with this statute which authorizes a court making family law 
hearings private states: "In an action for divorce... the caurt may direct the trial of any 
issue of fact joined therein to be private . . ." The court's exclusion of the public in this 


case was well within the purview of that section. /t was done for the good of the child, a

The issue of sealing financial records In family law cases has been addressed. tn 
Burkle, the trial court ordered the redaction of certain financial information pursuant to a 
provision of the Family Code authorizing the sealing of the records upon the request of 
the parties. Burkle, supra, 135 CA4th at 1049. The Court in Burke found the blanket 
sealing statute unconstitutional and held that the test provided in NBC Subsidiary 


applied to dissolution cases, 


NBC Subsidiary (KNBC-TV), Inc. v. Sup.Ct. (Locke) (1999) 20 C4th 1178, dealt with a 
non-family law civil trial. In that case, two prominent celebritles were involved In civil 
litigation regarding several property and financial issues. In making orders to close the 
proceeding, the trial court was concerned about the jury’s exposure to influence from 
the media and entered, on its own motion, an order excluding the public and Journalists 
‘fom all proceedings that did not occur in the presence of the jury and providing that 
transcripts would not be released until after the conclusion of trial. The appellate court 
reversed, and the California Supreme Court affirmad, finding that First Amendment 
standards governed closure of trial proceedings applied in a civil setting, that closure of 
the underlying civil action triggered First Amendment scrutiny, and the trial court's 
closure order failed to meet minimum requirements imposed by the state “open court” 


statute, as interpreted in light of requirements of the First Amendment. 
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NBC Subsidiary limits its finding to the right of access in “ordinary civil proceedings in 
general and not any right of access to particular proceedings governed by specific 
statutes,” acknowledging that “various statutes set out, for example, in the Cade of Civil 
Procedure, Family Code, and Welfare and Institutions Code provida for closure of 


certain civil proceedings.” Id. at 1212, fn. 30. 


To grant an order geailng court records, the court must expressly find that: -(1) an 
overriding interest exists that overcomes tha right of public access to the record; (2) the 
overtiding interest supports sealing the records: (3) a substantial probability exists that 
the overriding interest will be prejudiced if the record is not sealed; (4) the proposed 
sealing is narrowly tailored; and (5) no less restrictive means exist to achieve the 


overriding interest. CRC 2.550(d), NBC Subsidiary, supra, 20 C4th at 1217-1218. 


A footnote of NBC Subsidiary discusses various “overriding interests" that courts have 


acknowledged as justifying closure or sealing: protection of minor victims of sex crimes 


" (Globe Newspaper Co, v. Sup.Ct. (1882) 457 US 596, 607), privacy interests of a 


prospective juror during individual voir dire (Press-Enterprise Co. v. Sup.Ct, (1984) 464 
U.S. 501, 512), protection of witnesses from embarrassment or intimidation so extreme 
that it would traumatize them or render them unable to testify (Revinsky v, McKaskfe 


(1984) 722 F.2d 197, 200), N8C Subsidiary, supra, 20 C4th at 369, fn. 46. 


Courts have permitted the sealing of several different types of documents under the 


NBC Subsidiary test. (Documents containing trade secrets, In re Providian Credit Card 
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Cases (2002) 96 Cal.App.4th 292, 300, documents containing material protected by 4 
privilege, Huffy Cem. v. Sup, Ct. (Winterthur Swiss Ins. Co.) (2003) 112 Cal_App.4th 97, 
108, documents dealing with attorney-client privilege and confidential settlement 


agreements, Universal City Studios, inc. v. Sup. Ct, (2003) 110 Cal.App.4th 1273, 1283). 


It is clear that the Legislature has long maintained a concern and made provisions for 
the privacy of children who are bought into various types of Family Law litigation. As 
provided for in the statues described above, the possible stigma to a child surrounding 
issues relating to the determinations involved in a paternity case have been legislatively 
determined to overcome the presumption of openness of proceedings. Additionally, the 
Legislature has determined that the issues surrounding the mediation of child custody 
disputes, child custody evaluations, psychalogical evaluations of children, adoption 
proceedings, hearings regarding the custody of children with non-parents and the 
termination of parental rights deal with issues that require the court to provide for the 
privacy and protection of the children who are brought into the justice system to deal 
with these very personal issues. fn addition to the protections afforded to children by 


these statues, the Legislature has provided Family Code §214 to family law trial courts. 


The Petitioner and Respondent have argued that this comprehensive legislative schema 
providing for the privacy interests of children Involved in family law proceedings creates 


a presumption that hearings dealing with issues of child custody and visitation are 


ge £3 
as presumed to be closed, This is not the case. However, these statues provide vivid 
* examples of the types of sensitive and personal issues that family law courts are 
el 
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required to deal with and they illustrate the clear Legislative policy mandating that those 
involved in litigating issues regarding the children of California must do so with the 


needs of those children being held as an ovarriding concern. © 


The parties argue that the disclosure of the information they seek to seal could pose a 
significant threat to the security of the childran in this case and would “unnecessarily 
invade the privacy rights of the parties and the minor children.” The Petitioner further 
argues that the “torrent of publicity generate by this case poses an unprecedented risk 
of devastating embarrassment to the children as they grow older.” The parties further 
argue that this case has gamered and will continue to generate a tremendous arnount 


of interest by the media. 


| In her moving documents, the Petitioner argues that she is a performer and one of the 
most highly visible entertainers in the world. She further argues that this martial 
dissolution has garnered an unprecedented amount of media attention and the tigation 


in this matter has caused an increase In the amount of media attention to the case. 


The Petitioner argues that due to the level of media attention she has received because 
of this case and the tactics employed by the Journalists covering the issues, her safety 
and public safety has been threatened on numerous occasions. The Petitioner 


indicates that as a result of this attention, she employs a full-time security service. 
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The Non-Party Press Organizations have indicated in thelr arguments: “[t]o be clear, the 
Press Organizations agree that the security or privacy of minor children may constitute 
a compelling interest that upon a proper showing, may justify redacting information from 
court records in divorce proceedings.” In arguing that the Petitioner has not 
demonstrated a proper showing to justify the sealing of the records, the Non-Party 
Prass Organizations argue that the media scrutiny that the Petitioner receives is 
something that she has sought and cultivated throughout her career. The Press 
Organizations further point out that she has in fact made photographs of her childran 
available to the press. In fact, the Prass Organizations include as an exhibit to the Non- 
Party Press Organizations Response to Patitioner’s Reply Brief, a print-out of what 
appears to be a “Google” search for the terms “Sean Preston” “Britney Spears.” This 
exhibit indicates that there were 667,000 results for this specific inquiry. The Press 
Organizations have included a similar exhibit for the tarm “Britney Spears” which shows 


44,400,000 results. 


The Press Organizations couch much of their argument in terms of the language 
provided in Estate of Hearst (1977) 67 Cal.App.sd 777. Hearst dealt with an order to 
seal an entire probate file, The Court in Hearst did find that the speculative showing 
made In the case regarding possible threat to the beneficiaries of the truat did rot justify 
the permanent sealing of the file. However, the Court did indicate that the facts might 


support a reasonable fedaction of the file premised on a showing of ongoing and 


SEA 


immediate threat. Estate of Hearst (1977) 67 Cal.App.3d 777, 784. 
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{t is interesting to note that the Court in Hearst made the following comments: “But 
when parties peresive advantages in obtaining continuing court supervision over their 
affairs, thereby projecting their wishes beyond the span of their individual lives and 
securing court protection for the beneficiaries of their testamentary plans, in a sense 
they take the good with the bad, knowing that with public protection comes public 
knowledge of the activities, assets, and beneficlaries of the trust.” Estate of Hearst 


(1977) 87 Cal.App.3d 777, 784. 


in this matter, the issua is the best interest of the children involved in the case. Unlike 
the parties in Hearst, the parties here have limited their requests to certain portions of 
the file, those issues dealing with the custody and visitation of the children. In this 
matter, the children have not been afforded the choice of litigating thts matter in public 
and must suffer the "good and bad” as a result of the decisions of those who care for 
them. The evidence presented in this case clearly demonstrates a tremendous and 
ongoing media interest in this case. There has been no evidence presented that refutes 
these assertions, in fact the exhibits offered by thea Non-Party Press Organizations 
support theae contentions. However, the Press Organizations are correct in noting that 
the arguments made by the partles rest primarily upon the declarations of counsel, The 
Court has considered all of the pleadings In the case, the arguments of counsetand the 


exhibits provided by the litigants. 


The facts provided here demonstrate that it is in the best interest of the children that the 


portions of the court file dealing with custody and visitation be redacted pursuant to the 
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orders below. However, the Non-Party Press Organizations have correctly noted that 
the factual arguments made by the Petitioner are supported in great measure primarily 
by the declaration of Petitioner's Counsel. The offer of proof made by Petitioner's 
Counsel, if supported by competent evidance, cleanly supports the Court's orders made 
below. Therefore, pursuant to Hearsz, the Court makes the orders described below on 


@ temporary basis and until further hearings and further order of the Court, 


The Court finds pursuant to Court Rule 2.550(d) that the facts in this case aericnctas 
that there is an overriding interest that overcomes the right of public access to the 
record in this case involving issues of child custody and visitation. The Court further 
finds that this overriding interest supports sealing the record and that a substantial 
probability oxists that the overriding interest will be prejudiced if the record is not Séaled. 
The Court finds that the orders as described below are narrowly tailored; and that no 


less restrictive means exist to achieve the overriding interest. 


Pursuant to CRC Rule 2.550 (e) (1) (A), the Court finds that this matter has attracted a 
great deal of media interest. Pursuant to the avidentiary issues noted above, the Gourt 
further finds that the leve! of media interest in this matter and the methods employed by 
the media in pursuit of this interest has caused an immediate threat to the safety of the 
minor children in this matter. Additionally the Court finds that the nature of the tigation 
surrounding the child custody and visitation issues of this case, are such that the 


release of the records subject to. ths Order of the Court below would subject the children

to unnecessary embarrassment and stigma.

We received your notice of your intent to depose Britney and require her to produce 
documents. As you know, a conservatorship has been established for Britney in the probate 
court. Code of Civil Procedure Section 372(a)(1) requires that the conservator of Britney’s estate 
appear in this action upon her behalf. Kevin is seeking purely financial orders. Britney does not 
control her own finances. The co-conservators of her estate, James Spears and Andrew Wallet, 
control her finances. To the extent that Kevin requires financial information in order to calculate 
child support in this post-judgment matter, his inquiries must be directed to the conservators. 


The conservators have no authority to act without the express approval of the probate 
court. The conservators therefore cannot release any financial information without an order from 
the probate court directing them to do so. In addition, there are sealing orders in the 
conservatorship case which encompass the majority of the information and documents Kevin 
seeks. The conservators cannot provide detailed financial information which Kevin may use in 
public pleadings in the family law case when that very same information is protected from public 
disclosure in the probate case. 


Furthermore, there is no doubt that Britney is an extraordinarily high income earner 
capable of paying any reasonable amount of child support. Kevin’s own declaration indicates 
that Kevin does not dispute this fact. Long-standing California case law involving 
extraordinarily high income earners limits discovery to information regarding Britney’s income.

Yet Kevin is inappropriately seeking broad discovery encompassing Britney’s assets, debts, and 
expenses in a 78-category document demand. 


Provided that there are express instructions from the probate court and appropriate sealing 
orders in the family law case, we will provide you with Britney’s income tax returns so that 
guideline child support may be calculated even if inappropriate in terms of the children’s 
reasonable needs. Her tax returns are presumptively correct and no further documentation is 
actually necessary in this case.

As to item number four above. | have to presume that that document is your response to 
my demand pursuant to my correspondence to you of June 27, 2018, to provide me with a copy 
of that order of the Probate Court that you assert existed and in which you allege that “there are 
sealing orders in the conservatorship case which encompass the majority of the information and 
documents Kevin seeks” by which all records of the Probate Court in regards to the Britney 
Spears conservatorship proceedings have been ordered sealed. 


Although you have not identified what section of the Evidence Code your request for 
Judicial notice is made under. | will take it as being a request for permissive judicial notice 
pursuant to Evidence Code § 452, accordingly. We will file an appropriate objection to the 
request for judicial notice. Notwithstanding the foregoing, | do note from reviewing the order of 
the Probate Court that the order grants a “motion to seal pleadings relating to the 9" account 
current” and that, in addition, without limitation, paragraph 2 of the Court’s findings states: 
“there is no constitutional right to public access of conservatorship proceedings.” 


As to the referenced finding of Paragraph 2, as | am sure you are aware based upon your 
office’s representation of Mr. Burkle in the California Supreme Court decision, the legislature 
was declared by the California Supreme Court to have enacted an unconstituional statute 
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pursuant to which Mr. Burkle attempted to make the same claim about financial information in 
the family law case that you are attempting to make on behalf of Ms. Spears. As a result, the 
Supreme Court declared the entire statutory enactment to be unconstitutional based, amongst . 
other things, the right of the public to have access to the very information the legislature had 
attempted to remove from public access by the unconstitutional statute in question. 


Of less arcane and more germane importance, nothing in the order of the Probate Court 
you provided would justify the California Superior Court in the family law matter from taking 
the overbroad interpretation you seek to confer on it by your assertion of the breadth of the 
probate order that, essentially, Britney Spears does not have to provide financial information to 
Kevin Federline in a child support modification proceeding because the Probate Court sealed 
some pleadings in Ms. Spears’ conservatorship action. 


You are, of course, entitled to file, on behalf of Ms. Spears, any appropriate request for 
protective orders in the Family Law Court itself, and I would advise you to consider doing so 
rather than labor under the assumption that you’ re justified in not having Ms. Spears file and 
serve a code compliant FL-150, respond to the now pending discovery which has been served 
upon her pursuant to, without limitation, California CCP 2031.010, et. seq., and/or that somehow 
Ms. Spears will be allowed to skate by and go directly to phase 2 of being declared an 
extraordinarily high income earner in the process of establishing that the guideline support order 
is beyond that which is necessary to meet the reasonable needs of the minor children without first 
stopping at, and complying with, just like all other litigants would have to, phase 1. 


Regardless, even if Ms. Spears deigned to approach this case with a recognition of her 
responsibility to comply with production of financial information referenced above as “phase 1,” 
and succeeded in persuading the Court that the corresponding guideline child support order is 
beyond what is necessary to meet the reasonable needs of the children, Ms. Spears will be 
required (and will be compelled) to appear for her deposition, as her testimony is necessary and 
relevant on the issue of what the reasonable needs of the children encompass. This would be so 
even though, for the present, custody has not been identified as an order formerly sought to be 
modified. 


You have indicated in your June 26, 2018,-correspondence that you will provide income 
tax returns of Britney once there are appropriate sealing orders in the Family Law case. Your 
statement that “Her tax returns are presumptively correct and no further documentation is 
actually necessary ...” is silly and one I can imagine your office would never, and has never, 
accepted from an opponent on financial issues were anyone other than Ms. Spears’s counsel to 


e have ever attempted to justify providing no documentation in response to financial discovery 

Bp requests other than a tax return because they are “presumptively correct”. As a party, the burden 
a is upon Petitioner to obtain necessary protective orders and/or sealing orders from the Court. 

nD That burden is not met by a talismanic reference to Ms. Spears being an extraordinarily high 

es income eamer which is a finding that the Court, not Petitioner’s counsel, has the ability to make. 
ge 


Finally, the discovery documents were propounded on your office on June 1, 2018. The 
fact that your first correspondence on this issue was not received until yesterday, or some four 
weeks after you were in receipt of Mr. Federline’s discovery requests cannot be reconciled with 
good faith and will be brought to the attention of the Court when seeking attorneys’ fees and 
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sanctions against your client for her continued delay tactics in an apparent attempt to “starve out” 
Mr. Federline in this litigation.
